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The first class for the purpose of training radar instructors was begun at 
•Uie State Pari tine School, *« Panstwowa Sskola 1 lorr-ka” , at Gdynia on 22 April 
1949* This course is expected to continue approximately three months,

to return to the Merchant Marine and a number to the Home Defense Forces, 
where they will be expected to pass on at least the more elementary radar
